Frankfort, Ky., Jan. Z— The 
General Assembly was organized 
to-day by. the Democrat*, every 
nominee of last night's caucuses 
being elected in the Senate and 
House by the party vote. 

In the organization of the Senate, 
Messrs. Hays, Alexander, Gillespie 
and Roberts, who remained out of 
the Senate caucus, voted for the 
Demociatic nominees, except that 
Senator Roberts did not vote for 
Senator Goebcl for President pro 
tem. 

The Senators were called to order 
at 12 o'clock by Acting Lieut. Gov 
John Marshall, of Louisville. There 
i prayer by the Rev. P. F. Tal- 
rro, of the Methodist church. 
The roll call showed the presence 
of thirty-six senators, but Senator 
Roberts came in later. Eight) 
new senators were sworn in by 
Clerk Cromwell. 

President Marshall called 
nominations for the Senate offices, 
d by a vote of 25 to 12 the Demo- 
itic nominees were elected! Sen- 
irs Alexander, Gillespie and 
Hays, who stayed out of the Demo- 
cratic caucas last night, voted with 
the Democrats for every nominee.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 4.— The 
Sheriff of Franklin county Tuesday 
afternoon served notices of contest 
by Goebel and Beckham upon Tay- 
and Marshall. At the session 
Wednesday similar notices were fil- 
ed in the Senate and House, and to- 
day the Contest Committees will be 
drawn. This Committee will be em- 
powered under the law to bring be- 
fore it persons and papers, and it 
11 take several weeks to secure 
the evidence and make a report. 

Senator Goebel's notice differs 
from those served by the minor 
State candidates, and some of the 
grounds of contest are much more 
sensational. It is charged that the 
Republican party and certain trusts 
and corporations entered into a con 
s pi racy to use large sums of money 
for the purpose of controlling the 
result of the election. The contes- 
tants believe they can prove this. 
John Whallen, of Louisville, is men- 
tioned as one of the conspirators. 
The notice also contains the charge 
that tissue ballots were used in 
many counties, and that the rail- 
roads brought into this State thous- 
ands of voters. One of the chief 
grounds of contest is the use of the 
militia in Louisville, while the intim- 
midatioa of railroad employes is 
given as another ground. The Demo- 
crats claim that they will be able 
to prove this charge, as well as 
others.

It can move only slightly, and 
remains helpless in it* mud sepulcber 
until the wasp egg hatches into a vora- 
cloua grub, which at once falls to and 
eats with great relish the meat thus 
miraculously preserved. 

"Another remarkable thing it that 
the wasp knows that the spider is a 
great glutton and can eat in one day 
So tlmea ita own weight In food, und 
when it wants to csn go weeks and 
even months without eating at all. Now, 
how doe* the wasp know this? 

"Another equslly remarkable thing 
la that the spider is the only animal that 
ia rendered unconscious by the watp't 
•ting. The wasp doea know It, for the 
lnvaribly selects the spider to provide 
food for her young. She knows that 
I when she stings the spider it is not 
I killed, but will live without food long 
enough to be freth meat for the young 
wasp when it Is hatched and until it 
liberatea itself from the cocoon. But 
what kind of an instinct or sense that 
tells all this to Mm«. Wasp we do not 
know. 

"Whether the wasp sting renders the 
spider Insensible to pain or not is a 
question not yet settled. However, the 
ehances sre iu favor of the theory thst 
It doea. Anyws.v, we need waate no 
ayninathy on the spider, the most blood- 
thirsty of all the little people of the 
wooda.

THE SHOE-LASTING MACHINE. 

A WonJetful Invention Brought Out by 
/ a Younj Ne^ro 

Th oppi ition to machinery upon 
1 he pari of labor, which has been so 
bitter union;,' fhc shot makers of New 
England ami . »pi oi ill) of Lynn, ha* 
entirely cen«od, I he lubor organiza- 
tions which strove so hard to prevent 
its introduction having ) hided to the 
inevitable, so that now umieabh rn- 
hlions oxht between I he machinery 
makers and the lalior unions. NFeartj 
every factory in Lynn i-i introducing 
Hie hand-method lusting machines 
or "niggerheads" and dropping band 
lasting or the tack-driving machines, 
which were merely aids to the hand- 
latter. 

The "nigger head" machine U the 
invention of a negro, Jan KrnestMat- 
leliger, who was born in Mrazil. He 
was the son of a Holland engineer 
sent to Brazil to look after the inter- 
est* of his country there, and a na- 
tive woman whom his father married 
shortly after arriving in Brazil. When 
a boy he went to work in a machine 
'•hop. iiiid as a young man came to 
Philadelphia, drifting from there to 
Lynn. He could hardly titlk English 
when he came to this city, in 1878, 
but soon became a good English schol- 
ar. Labor organizations in Lynn 
were then at the height of their pow- 
er, mid conflicts' with the manufactur- 
er* were frequent. Matzcligcr knew 
nothing about lasting, and was worle- 
ing a .McKay stitcher and running a 
heel-burnishing machine. Irritated 
by the freqnent strikes of the lasters 
in his fnctory, continually laying the 
factory idle until their demands were 
satisfied, he expostulated with them 
and warned them that they could not 
always carry matters with such ahigh 
hand They told him that no machine 
could ever be invented which conld 
do their work, and while other 
h unches of the business might suffer, 
they could do what they pleased. The 
next time there was a strike they 
bantered him, and he declared that 
ho « >itld put arf end to their tyranny 
by mnking a machine which would 
last shoes. 

In September, 1880, he completed 
the tirtt wooden model of a machine 
which, when perfected, would make 
good his threat. Melville S. NichoU 
and 0. EL Delano, two Lynn men. 
were taken into his confidence and 
became interested ia the invention. 
A» the inventor had no practical 
knowledge of lasting, there were many, 
mistakes in the first machine, and it 
took two years to make a machine 
that would do satisfactory work. 
When the drawings for the patents 
were sent to Washington the experts 
declared themselves unable to under- 
stand them, and one of them had to 
come to Lynn to study the machine. 
It w as almost impossible to obtain the 
capital necessary to develop it, but 
the young colored man and hie back- 
ers persisted, making changes and im- 
provement* aa defects were noticed.. 
Finally, when the success waa as- 
sured,, six yean after he had started 
on his invention, Mataeligerdied, aged 
36 years. 

There is a school for teaching op- 
erators how to run this machine, in 
Lynn and shoe men from all over 
the world take a course at running it. 
It is almost human in its work, and 
although greatly improved, still re- 
tains all the vital points of the young 
colored man's invention. — Boston

tle liner Carisbrooko Castle, from the 
Oape. The English letters not ltav- 
ing arrived before the Lismore Castle 
sailed from Cape Town for home, the 
captain of the Carisbrooke Castle, 
which was to sail the following day, 
good nuturedly undertook to deliver 
the letters to the h- ippouitcd pas- 
sengers of the Lismore Castlo on the 
high sews.

THE BROKEN CIRCUIT

The "troubleman" sat on the wash 
bench on the sunny side of the oper- 
ator's shack at, Van Dora's, listening 
to the diip of water from great drifts 
of enow that crested the cabin and 
gazing over the valley and all th< 
country, which, buried by the four 
days' April blizzard, glared in white 
splendor that pained the troubleman's 
eyes. Van Dorn's camp was the tem- 
porary terminus of the new railroad.

American and English ladies who 
marry into the Italian nobility are 
more tenacious of their ri.'ht to pa- 
rade their titles on visiting cards. The 
modem Greeks have only two titles, 
that of the king and his eldest son. 
The other children are called princes 
from Vienna westward. Hut two of 
them, in a trip round Europe, in- 
scribed themselves in hotel registers 
as prince of Nowhere and count of 
Nothing-at-All. The titles were in 
Greek, written in Iloman letters. The 
imperial children are only once styled 
by professors and governesses by their 
official title. This done on the day in 
which they first see them. Ever aft- 
er they are Nicholas, Alexandrovitch 
' Olga, Nicholaiovna, or whatever theii 
names may be.

The love of titles is just as barbarous 
as the pride the red Indian takes in a 
crown of feathers and a girdle orna- 
mented w ith scalps. The wish behind 
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kills true sooiability and tends to per- 
petuate a wrong standard of human 
worthiness. Countries where titles 
are held in greatest account are the 
most vulgar, save, perhaps, in Sw itzer- 
land. But I imagine that English 
title*, if multiplied us they have been 
within the last decade, will be of small 
value 30 years hence, because com- 
mon. In Portugal noblemen, unless 
"bosses" owing to wealth or some oth- 
er distinction, are of very small ac- 
count indeed. The great occupation 
of the late King and Queen rfa was 
inventing titles for future nobles.
